The general idea 
seems to be that if the dizzy voter 
hears the candidate's name bawled 
out loudly enough and frequently 
enough, he will pull down the right 
lever 6f the voting machine on elec- 
tion day. But it gets a little confus' 
ing since all the candidates seem to 
have the same idea. A converted 
milk truck, drives by and suggests 
you pick Bruce Barton and along 
comes one and says Back Backer 
Then comes a lizzy screeching, Ma^ 
honey, ar.d forthwith a newsreel 
truck counters with Dewey and 
La Guardia. -

There was a priceless little inci- 
dent at' the big La Guardia rally in 
Madison Square Garden last night. 
The place was filled to the rafters 
■with 18,000 enthusiastic supporters 
•who jeered with gusto every time 
Jeremiah Mahoney's name was 
mentioned. They were averaging 
about two jeers to the minute, 
when suddenly, at one - point in- his 
speech the speaker's voice Was 
drowned out by a tornado of boo- 
ing. The chairman called for silence, 
and then informed the audiende 
that at this point they were jeering 
just a little unfairly, for this time 
he was alluding to Jeremiah— the 
prophet! 

The Inference was, I suppose, that 
the latter is not running for office 
here this time.

A Complete Fiasco. ' 

The Nazis in Yorkville staged a 
parade this afternoon which like- 
■wise had political implications. A 
lot of criticism had been heaped on 
the Mayor's head for issuing the 
permit for Fascists to march in the 
streets of New York, and a move 
ment developed to smash it up. It 
looked as if there might be a flrst- 
class riot, from which Tammany 
•would definitely profit, and so the 
Mayor issued a plea for all liberals 
to shun the parade, and permit the 
Nazis to march to the echoes of a 
stony silence. 

Still, curiosity ' got the better of 
your scribe, who took » trip over, to 
the upper east side to have a look 
at the vaunted strength of the New 
York^^is. The line of march was 
to?oeein<iat Second avenue, and go 
along 86th street, down Lexington, 
along 79th and then up Second 
avenue back to 86th street, which is 
the main stem of Yorkville. 

The Mayor was taking no chances 
and the. whole ' area was swamped 
with policemen. There were more 
cops than spectators, and, as it 
turned out, about three times as 
many officers of the law as march- 
ers. It was not going to be very 
easy to start a riot here.

Grey Shirts. 

The parade itself was a huge dis- 
appointment. There were perhaps 
two hundred marchers in all, divid- 
ed into four sections.' At the head 
was a troop of Boy Scouts, then a 
small section of young girls, then 
about fifty members of the ladies' 
auxiliary, and finally the uniformed 
whatevertheywere in breeches, grey 
shirts and sam-browns, and some 
symbol, not a swaslika, on their 
arms. The advance guard of the 
parade carried an American flag, 
and a few banners, among which 
there might have been a swastika 
or two. 

One or two of the p'eople on 86th 
street were observed to give a Nazi 
salute, while a few very weak "Heil 
Hitlers" came from some of the 
upper windows. But that was all. 
The parade was all over in half an 
hour, and the 1,600 policemen who 
had assembled to prevent riot form- 
ed twos and went home.

Mr. Grant has 
had many opportunities of travel- 
ling extensively throughout the 
world securing material for articles 
on commercial and other subjects 
and his observations ^111 be deliv- 
ered under the abbreviated title of 
"Economic Geography"— surely a 
topic of vital interest to every 
Commercial student. 

In 1930, Mr. Grant represented 
both the New York Times and the 
Montreal Gazette on the return 
flight of H.M. Airship R-lOO from 
Montreal to Cardington, England, 
and the following year he accom- 
panied the first consignment of air 
mail to be flown from Montreal to 
Calgary. 

ADVERTISES WEST INDIES. 

For seven months in 1934-35, Mr. 
Grant secured editorial material and 
solicited advertising in the Carib- 
bean for special articles of a trade 
and b'avel promotional character 
pertaining to the British West In- 
dies. These articles were published 
by The Gazette during the succes- 
sive winter months in two series of 
24 special sections. 

As press correspondent for the 
C.F.R., and staff correspondent for 
The Gazette, Mr. Grant encircled 
the world aboard the S.S. Empress 
of Britain on her initial circuit of 
the globe. 

At present Mr. Fergus Grant is 
associated with the Canadian Geog- 
raphical Journal and the interests 
of the Canadian Geographical Soci- 
ety will be represented by him 
throughout the Province of Quebec. 

This luncheon promises to be the 
biggest Commercial event of the 
season and no Commercial student 
can afford to miss it.

QPEAKING on "Montreal and the 
*^ Railway Development of Can- 
ada," Leonard Seton last night ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Historical 
Club, held<in thé home of Professor 
Adair; 

In opening his speech, Mr. Seton 
displayed a cartoon depicting the 
advent of streamlined trains, bear- 
ing the caption "There's a lot of 
life in the old boy yet", and stated, 
all proofs to the contrary, that this 
is his firm belief. Mr. Seton then 
went on to describe the intricacies 
of the development of railroads in 
eastern Canada, as far as Montreal 
was concerned. 

EARLY RAILROADS DESCRIBED. 

The first railroad in Canada was 
the Champlain St. Lawrence Line, 
running from Laprairie to St. Johns, 
Que., in 1836. Among the rules 
of this line were those stating that 
no persons were allowed oh top 
of the cars, and that ho- snioking 
was allowed in first class cars. By 
1852, both this line and the Mont- 
real Lachine road had built lines 
to New York, this seeming to be 
the main .anibition of Canadian 
lines, stated the speaker. These two 
lines united in 1857 to form the 
Montreal and Champlain Railroad, 
and this in turn was later taken 
over by the Grand Trunk Line. An- 
other railroad having its terminus 
in Montreal, was the Toronto Mont- 
real Line, opened in 1856. In pas- 
sing, the speaker mentioned the 
great difficulty found in attempting 
to obtain any detailed information 
on Canadian railroads, the first 
book on this subject being publish- 
ed in Toronto in 1877. 

IMPORTANT TERMINVSES. 

Mr. Seton described the main sta- 
tions of the various lines in Mont- 
real, mentioning especially the sec- 
ond Bonaventure Station. This was 
a beautiful building, he said, being 
elaborate to the point of possessing 
stained-glass windows. An interest- 
ing fact about the Windsor Station 
is the fact that the C.P.R. does not 
own (he line entering it, leasing it 
in perpetuity from a Toronto line. 

Montreal has always been a focal 
poiot for railroads in Canada, de- 
clared Mr. Seton, in earlier times 
as a terminus, and more recently as 
a base for innovations in railroad 
policy. In 1932 excursion trains 
from Montreal were introduced, one 
of these to Shawinigan Falls, and 
another to Quebec. T^is last one, 
stated the speaker, is very popular, 
and is patronized mainly by French- 
Canadians, glad of the opportunity 
to visit relations and friends in this 
city at such a low fare. The first 
pool trains also have their terminus 
in Montreal, one going to Toronto 
and another to Quebec. Also, said 
Mr. Seton, Montreal West is the 
first point of junction' between the 
Pacific and Atlantic sections of the 
railroads.

The Reverend Canon Dav- 
ison Describes Edinburgh. 
Conference to Presbyterian 
Theologs 



PROTESTANTS READY 



The attempt of the Edinburgh 
Conference last summer towards 
the réunion of the Christian 
churches was described last night 
by the Rev. Canon Davidspn, of the 
Church of St John the Apostle, at 
the first meeting of thë Literary 
and Philosophical Society of the 
Presbyterian College. 

The 414;:delegates to this confer- 
ence came'^fi-om 45 countries and 
represented 110 Communions. 'The 
conference was divided into four 
main sections, which were further 
broken into sub-sections. These 
discussed the various factors which 
prevented association of the 
churches. The conclusions of the 
small sections were brought to the 
large ones, and those opinions 
which produced unanimity, were 
read to the wh'^ 
A strong needl 
churches was felt 



the Modern University we are 
a^l agreed that its primary aim is 
to spread higher learning and to 
provide both the foundations and 
the technical knowledge for the 
learned professions, "Pearl Gar- 
maise commenced her discussion on 
the Nature of tfie University in 
Modern Society. Scientific research 
is generally considered an equally 
important function,— for the propa- 
gation of true learning is impossible 
without original investigation. 
' Modem tmiversities are institu- 
tions of the CHURCH, of the State 
or of private groups. Now what is 
the relation of the university to 
these institutes— the " chùrciî, the 
state and these business groups? 
State universities are constantly 
under one;type of pressure, private 
universities are under another type 
of pressure. The control of finance 
often means the control of its 
policy. 

Charlotte Slabotsky traced the 
origin of the modern University 
from the Middle Ages onward. "The 
university is a phenomenon of 
Western civilization— originating in 
the Middle Ages and connected to 
the Church. Its purpose being to 
train clergymen and lawyers." It 
has since been a controversial topic 
whether the university should be a 
vocational school or an' educational 
institution. And also the question 
whether the professor or student 
have any right to interfere in poli- 
tics and social movements, has con- 
stantly been discussed and no def- 
inite conclusion has ever been 
reached. ' 

Ivor Williams raised the question 
if it is a function of the university 
to act as an epcperimental instru- 
ment of society in analyzing its own 
nature and improving its own or- 
ganization.

Subject of Address Is "300 
Students and a Mayor," 
Dealing With Freedom of 
Expression in Politics 



y^RE all Canadians to enjoy lib- 
erty of expression on political 
.topics or is this privilege to be con- 
trolled by the ideas of a small group 
of opinionated people? This will, 
in general, be the topic of an ad- 
dress in the "Behind the Headlines" 
series to be delivered by Mr. Hubert 
Desaulniers in Strathcona Hall at 
1:30 p.m.. today. 

It will be recalled that on October 
22, M. Alfred Costes, a Communist 
member of the French Chamber of 
Deputies, and Mr. T. Buck were 
scheduled to address a meeting in 
the Mount Royal Arena but were 
forced to yield to a group of some 
three hundred students allegedly 
from the University of Montreal. 
This howling mob marched to the 
City Hall with intentions of inciting 
a' riot. Mayor Raynaiilt, expecting 
further developments, cancelled' the 
meeting. 

Mr. Desaulniers was howled down 
by the mob when he cited the rights 
of man to freedom of speech, par- 
ticularly as proclainied by British 
law. The committee believes that 
today's "Behind the Headlines" talk 
in Strathcona Hall will touch on the 
incident and that freedom of speech 
will be the main issue. "Do 300 Stu- 
dents and a Mayor Constitute a Ma- 
jority of the Citizens of Montreal?" 
is the complete topic of today's 
talk. 

The chairman has stated that Mr. 
Desaulniers may possibly invite the 
students: not having lectures at 2 
o'clock to discuss his speech which 
will be of.twenty-five minutes dur- 
ation, starting at 1:30 and ending at 
1:55, thus giving all those present 
ample time to attend their 2 o'clock 
lectures should they have them. No 
study group will be held on Thurs- 
day as this group has been dis- 
continued.

j^NTERING the second day of 
their current drive, officials of 
the Amalgamated Charities of Mc- 
Gill announce -a slow but duinite', 
response to their plea for student 
contribution to the funds of the 
Catholic, Protestant, and Jewish 
Federatéd Charities. 

This year's drive, whose objective ■ 
of $3,500 is a five hundred dollar 
increase over last yèàr's, can only . 
be met by an average contribution 
of $2 per student, it is estimated. 
It is hoped that students in all 
faculties, whether citizens of Mont- 
real or n.ot will contribute gen- : 
erously to this fund, as it Is the ; 
opinion of the chahrman, Clarence 
Gross, that the welfare of the Uni- 
versity is definitely bound up with 
that of the city as a whole. He has 
particularly expressed a wish that 
students who are residents of this 
city will contribute to the cam- 
paign through this channel rather 
than otherwise in order that the 
University may make as good ta'l'^ 
showing as possible in the drive as 
a whole. 

FUNCTION OF FEDERATION. 

As at last year the separate chari- 
ties of the Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish sects have been amalgamat- 
ed into one non-sectarian drive, the 
proceeds of which are to be divided 
on a pro-rata basis, calculated on 
the returns of the previous years. 
Under this arrangement there are 
over 600 different agencies to benefit 
from the contributions. Some of 
these agencies furnish the needy 
with clothing and food; others look 
after the health of both young and 
old. 

As announced before the commit- 
tee members are Clarence Gross, 
Hugh Doheny, William Hushion, 
Morton Godlne and J. H. MacDon- 
ald. The representatives in some 
of the faculties are: Architecture, 
Allan Duff us; Arts, Alex. Ross; 
Commerce, George Herrhig; Engi-> 
neering, Don MacCàllum; Law, Paul 
Pitcher; Medicine, Frank Hughes; 
Dentistry, Donald Donlin. 

Some final instructions from the 
committee concerned the duties of 
the workers. Cla^ .chairmen were 
urged to return their lists of can- 
vassers immediately and the can- - 
vassers theniselves were reminded 
to make daily returns to the Reg- 
istrar's office and to watch the 
Daily for certain numbers to be re- 
turned uncanvassed as these belong 
to "Special Names."

Amalgamated Charities drive has 
shown a total of only twenty-nine dollars 
after its first day of .canvassing, on the 
campus. We hope that much better results 
will be shown from now until November 
9th when the campaign for |â,500 closes. 

It is about time that.McGill students 
snapped out of their lethargy of stinginess 
with regard to charity. Last year only 
57.8% of the objective was reached even 
after the canvassing period had been ex- 
tended for ten days. Law and Graduate 
nurses alone reached their objectives and 
they are to be congratulated. But when 
thejarg^ygaculty in the University, Arts, 
o^mSmSftmêi'é 39% of the minimuin 
assigned to it— we frankly have no words 
to express our disappointment. 

It would do a lot of good to some of 
the tight-fisted individuals who frequent 
the campus to spend a few hours in some of 
the poorer districts of Montreal. They 
would realize that life is not all rah-rah, 
•movies and tea-dances, that there are 
families who could live for a week on the 
price of an evening's entertainment with 
the girl friend. 

. The $3,500 objective of the canvass 
,p^vides for an average donation of 12 
from every student. Surely this is not 
asking too much considering the number 
of people in need in this city. We 
sincerely hope that Amalgamated Charities 
will have reason to be grateful • to the 
Student Body on November 9th. 

The Managerial System 

I." pOR the past three years there has been 
.^t ; i functioning on the Campus a "new" 
^.Tv^managerial system. Though changes have 
L^^been made in the requirements and per- 
80nnel^|i^s|pui^^ always been the 

'■^saine; ' namely '^to have better, and more 
^^■[>'<j^''côinpetent students managing the athletic 
^? teams at McGill and to give everyone an 
equal chance to become a manager. Un- 
doubtedly in past years a student's chance 
of/becoming a manager depended on whom 
, : he knew but that is not the case today. 

The present system provides for a call 
to be sent out to all Freshmen interested. 
These men will be appointed to the various 
teams and those that prove themselves the 
most qualified will be chosen to act as 
assistant managers the next year, by the 
Managerial Board. The following year 
they will become managers and finally in 
^. their fourth year the best of them will be 
^ntcd members of the Students' Ath- 
'cs Coùiîcil, who control a major portion 
of Athletics on the Campus. 

Obviously this method cannot work 
- out properly unless the Freshmen class 
.responds to the call. We tmderstand that 
this year there is a, scarcity of new men 
and unless this is remedied it means that 
the standard of managers will fall and. that 
three years from now the best men may 
not be available for positions on the 
Athletics Coimfeil. 

While anyone is welcome it is to the 
first year men in particular that we make 
this appeal. Sb far this year the spirit of 
^^the class of '41 has been at a high standard. 
ï#\Continue the good work by applying to- 
' ; morrow for positions. For the current 
year, Dick Weldon and Jim Stanley, both 
representatives on the Athletics Council, 
comprise the Managerial Board, the..former 
being chairman. We know of non^^re 
qualified on the Campus to fill thèsè posi- 
tions as they have both had several years' 
• experience as managers. The system is 
fortunate in having two gUch able men at 
Hie helm because jf prejudice and 





favouritism are allowed to come to the fore 
all the good work of the past couple of 
years will have beèn in vain and we will 
be back in the old rut. 

There is a great deal of benefit to be 
gained as manager of a team. First there 
is the experience of handling, to a small 
extent, a large group of people. Then 
there is the knowledge derived from contact 
with all sort's of people, because in athletics 
as in no other field everyone mibgles 
equally. Finally .there is the new, well- 
founded confidence gained' from sharing 
the financial arrangements and the 
responsibility involved.

editorial of November 1, 1937, suggests 
that the School of Commerce "has been 
perhaps more of a drag on McGill's system 
for the past few years than an asset", and 
points out several reasons for this 
statement. 

The possibility that the fault lies in 
the personnel is broilght forward and 
several, plans are submitted for the com- 
plete re-organization of the entire School 
and the courses which it offers. 

These plans of reform have their good 
points and it is very gratifying indeed to 
see the interest taken in the School by the 
Editor of Commerce— a Candid Criticism. 
He expresses the opinions which are held 
by many other graduates and under- 
graduates of the School of Commerce. 

However, much can be done in the way 
of reform by the students themselves. 
Success of the School can be achieved only 
by the whole-hearted co-operation of the 
Commercial undergraduate body. The 
executives cannot be expected to carry the 
entire burden.

Overtones 
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REJECTED OPERA. 
INEESMS TAYLOR, commentator of Andre 

Kostelanetz' Wednesday CBS series, got 
out his pen and some manuscript paper more 
«than a dozen years ago and wrote some pretty 
expansive music for a play named "Casanova" 
which Sidney Howard was adapting from the 
Spanish of Lorenzo di Azertls. 

When the producer, Gilbert Miller, heard 
it he sat enraptured, and jumped up at the 
conclusion to clap his hands excitedly. But he 
didn't want it for "Casanova." He told Taylor 
it would make good opera but wasn't suited to 
thé stage.. 



So Taylor got his pen and paper out all 
over again and wrote a new set of incidental 
music to "Casanova" and Gilbert Miller ac- 
cepted it and New York audiepces applauded 
it wisely when the play was produced in 1923 
with Lowell Sherman and Katharine Cornell 
in the leading roles. 

Part of the music is a ballet written for 
a prologue to the play which was staged by 
Foklne. This is what is to be performed by 
Kostelanetz and his orchestra in their Columbia 
network broadcast tonight from 9:00 to 9:30 
p.m., E.S.T. Lucrezia Bori will be guest soloist 
of the hour and Taylor will give the com- 
mentaries, including the remarks on his own 
work. 

. What became of Taylor's first "Casanova" 
score was revealed by him during a rehearsal 
last weèk. He put it away with great care and 
nobody heard anything of it until a February 
four years later when a Metropolitan Opera 
audience cheered it But it wasn't "Casanova" 
any more. It was part of the first opera by 
Deems Taylor and Edna St. Vincent MiUay, 
"The King's Henchman."

lASCHA HEIFETZ, -world famous violinist, 
-will be guest soloist with the Symphony 
Orchestra and chorus, Eugene Ormandy con-

Heifetz' selections will be the Romanza,

Literally Speaking 
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((WANE AUSTEN may have 'been protected 
** from life, but life was not protected from 
Jane Austen," said G. K. Chesterton, and the 
epigram may be applied to almost all literary 
people. Though the student of literature may 
be sheltered from harsh contact with sordid 
reality, he need not refrain from candid 
criticism of the mess "practical men" are busily 
creating. Smug complacency on the part of 
the latter should not be left undisturbed. 
Fatuity coupled with self-importance should 
never be encouraged. As Kipling wrote of the 
men whose opinions are becoming as hard as 
their arteries: "Yes, we shall be perfectly 
pleased with out aork, and that is the perfectest 
, hell of it" 

We have attempted to show you the muddle 
of modem life, and we sh^ll now attempt to 
show you what modern literature thinks of it. 
The greatest, and possibly the only, romanticist 
0!f our time, James Branch Cabell, does not pipe 
sweet lyrics from an ivory tower; every word 
ot one of his .beautifully constructed romances 
is ji ^ jj ^m^ eJji^iy condemnation of our most 
chmshM^eliefB and institutions. Watch . him 
deliver a well-deserved kick to the exposed 
seat of progress' self-esteem: "The optimist 
proclaims that this is the best of all possible 
worlds, and the pessimist fears that this is true." 

We selected a quotation from Cabell 
because one does not expect biting sarcasm 
from a romantic -writer. But naturally, the 
realists are not behindhand. Havelock Ellis, 
probably the most brilliant publicist of the 
sordid Freudian conception of love and 
romance, defines progress as "the exchange, of 
one nuisance lor another." Another writer 
holds that "the progress of civilization is in 
proportion to the number of commonplaces 
current in society." A wit notes with interest 
that "the car may be doing away with the 
horse, but not -with the ass." In short, the 
civilization created by the "practical men" is 
held up to ridicule by the literary men. 

Now "Progress" is one of those words 
which conveys to the "practical man" visions 
of mankind going on from triumph to triumph, 
till at last he is godlike, perfect At a stroke, 
this bubble of fancy is idestroyed by the 
supposed dreamer, the literary man. In other 
words, today the roles are reversed:. It is the 
"practical man" -who js the visionary, and it is 
the artist who has to bring him down to earth. 

As we have; said in previous columns, we 
would prefér that people should keep their 
illusions, especially tl^e "practical man", for we 
fear that he cannot do without his pretty little 
vision. But modem -writers think otherwise; 
even' the romanticists grow bitter and Ironical; 
even Mr. Aldous Huxley, who writes in a 
darkened study because h^ has bad eyes and 
who never travels without the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, -writes with scathing satire of the 
scientist's Utopia in "Bravo New World." 
Though the writers may have been protected 
from life, life is not protected from them. 

Since the purpose , of this column is to 
review modem literature's comment on life, 
we must follow whither our subject leads us, 
and it leads us into some very peculiar places. 
Nothing is sacrëd to the writer of today; 
reticence is a word not included in his 
vocabulafy; and he is always caustic; even 
when he seems most serious, he is really most 
ironical. He takes a trivial subject like 
blushing, and satirizes 'mankind: "Man is the 
only animal that blushes. Or needs to." He 
takes a profound subject like philosophy, and 
makes it seem very, very inane: 

"Said Aristotle unto- Plato, 
Have another cold potato. 
Said Plato unto ArlstoUe, 
Thank you, I prefer the bottle." 

'Much of what we shall have to say may 
appear paradoxical, but it will not be uninter- 
esting. And, by the way, since our previous 
columns seem to have been too sprightly and 
too sesquipedalian for many of our readers' 
limited intelligence, we shall endeavour to 
vwite in words of one syllable and with perfect 
gravity, so that we shall be understood even 
bx.the meanest inteUigence^^,^—-.-' -a;:

P<CONOMISTS and others have 
often deplored the insufficient 
bargaining power of the primary 
producer. With the next breath 
they have extolled his pioneermg 
individualism and gloomily con- 
cluded that there ended the matter, 
To St. Francis Xavier University, 
however, must go the credit of in- 
troducing the co-operative ideal in 
Nova Scotia. Under the leadership 
of the Protestant and Catholic 
clergy, plus the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the Echool teachers, that 
ideal has been carried forward with 
an impetus that has startled some 
and surprised everybody. Co-opera- 
tion has transformed almost over- 
night the lives and social philosophy 
of the people. A few yeaj-s ago 
their predicament was desperate. 
Now there is some measure of re- 
covery — and hope. Co-operation 
did it. As though by sorcery, credit 
unions have been established, co- 
operative stores and the ever- 
accompanying study groups are 
busily flourishing. Why study 
groups? Listen to Dr. Coady: "Edu- 
cation enables people to realize 
their possibilities in life. Organize 
people to take advantage of their 
opportunities." 

A few figir»? will give some idea 
of the extent to which mutual aid 
is now being practiced. In Cape 
Breton Island and the three, eastern 
counties of the mainland of Nova 
Scotia there are 106 ° credit unions 
with a membership of 20,000, 35 
lobster factories and 25 stores with 
a yearly volume of business of two 
and a half million. Some 1,400 study 
clubs explain the principles of co, 
operation to its members. The co- 
operative store in Sidney opened 
for business with 157 members and 
now' they. hayc 350. Their sales. for 
the month of November amounted 
to $9,000. Very rapidly, the ubi 
quitious interfering middleman has 
been pushed aside. New Water- 
ford boasts a membership of 455, 
Baddeck did a business of $17,000 
in nine months. "Co-operation is 
giving back to the people the con 
trol of their own lives," said Aleck 
Mclntvrc. moving spirit behind the 



co-operative store. The Credit 
Unions are making the farmer and 
fisherman their own bankers. It is 
taking the miner out of his dingy 
shaft and putting him behind the 
wicket. The Reserve Mines Credit 
Union starting in 1933 with 26 mem- 
bers, now has a' membership of 590 
and a share capital of $20,000. Last 
year it loaned $26,000 with , not a 
single default to be paid from the 
guarantee fund. Next in size and 
importance are the Coady Credit 
Unions of New Aberdeen, and the 
Caledonian Credit Unions, with a 
membership, respectively, of 880 
and 488. The farmers say, "Co- 
peration helped a man to buy his 
feed and fertilizer and groceries. It 
helped him sell his lambs, too." 
Mutual aid is the modernistic In- 
version of Samuel Smiles' doctrine 
of self-help. Mr. Macdonald, active 
organizer, puts it, "we believe, very 
cogently. "Democracy has been 
political. You are not free unless 
you have.; economic democracy, but 
when you .pull -ten cents out of your 
pocket, thai, is. an economic vote." 
Co-operation ' has taught the rural 
population one sure way out of the 
economic stringencies that confront 
them. Nevertheless, the idea must 
be extended to include other phases 
of collective struggle before it can 
become a really effective guarantee 
against further exploitation.* The 
door is still wide open for political 
action with the ifarmers, fishermen 
and miners securing a more ade- 
quate voice in determining ' the 
destiny of the province. Will the 
Nova Scotian with his promising 
blend of shrewd practicality and 
religious fervour go forward, or sec 
his clear beginning destroyed by 
prepotent, uncontrolled social and 
economic forces? That is the ques- 
tion iii the immediate agenda.

This Coffee Shop sup- 
plements a similar establishment al- 
ready in operation in the Men's 
Residence, and is under the same 
management. 

The common room will be a 
centre of social activity; a place 
where students can congregate to 
chat, play bridge, hold meetings of 
various campus organizations, or enr 
tertain visiting groups and delega- 
tiojis.
